Stressed  Points

of  her  creed  and  suggested  tangible, 
definite  methods  of  improving  one’s 
self.  In  speaking  of  the  physical,  she 
said  that  the  body  is  a  tool  of  person¬ 
ality  and  that  a  musical  voice,  correct 
carriage,  and  good  taste  all  form  a 
bridge  by  which  charm  goes  out  to 
others. 

Mastery  in  one  field,  she  said,  gives 
a  person  poise,  power,  and  confidence 
and  removes  the  feeling  of  inferiority. 
She  finished  the  talk  by  explaining  the 
light  touch,  gracious  ways,  a  valiant 
attitude,  and  faith  in  God,  all  means  to 
a  dynamic  personality  and  a  new  joy 
in  living.

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N.  Y.  A.  PROMOTES  By  the  suggestion  of  the 

EDUCATIONAL  DEMOCRACY  Illinois  Association  of  Col¬ 
lege  Editors,  Gerald  Fugate’s 
outline  of  “N.Y.A.  Promotes  Educational  Democracy”  is  re¬ 
printed  in  excerpts.  The  association  considers  this  article  as 
“the  most  concise,  logical,  and  unassailable  outline  of  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  the  National  Youth  Administration.”  The  following 
is  in  part  from  the  original  writing: 

“The  National  Youth  Administration,  established  June  26, 
1935,  as  a  division  of  the  Works  Progress  Administration,  in¬ 
cludes  a  program  designed  to  enable  financially  handicapped 
students  to  continue  in  school.  The  organization  of  this  pro¬ 
gram  is  such  that  the  individual  schools  are  charged  with  the 
administration  within  a  rather  flexible  general  outline.  This 
national  project  has  now  been  in  operation  long  enough  for  us 
to  note  several  striking  results.  One  of  these  is  that,  almost 
without  exception,  reports  from  different  colleges  show  stu¬ 
dents  employed  on  the  N.Y.A.  to  be  maitaining  a  grade  aver¬ 
age  which  is  decidedly  above  that  for  the  school  as  a  whole  in 
each  case.  Another  very  significant  fact  which  the  N.Y.A.  has 
demonstrated  is  that  schools  are  almost  unanimous  in  report¬ 
ing  that  the  yearly  expenditures  allowed  fall  far  short  of  help¬ 
ing  all  of  the  many  high  quality  students  who  would  attend 
college  if  some  means  were  provided  whereby  they  could  do 
so.  These  are  particularly  significant  in  light  of  our  previous 
statement  that  a  large  percentage  of  high  school  graduates 
with  high  academic  ability  are  denied  a  college  education  be¬ 
cause  of  insufficient  funds. 

“It  seems,  then,  that  the  N.Y.A.  program  is  undoubtedly 
a  wise  investment  of  taxpayers’  money.  In  the  first  place,  we 
certainly  can  do  nothing  which  will  better  insure  the  future  ad¬ 
vance  and  success  of  our  nation  than  to  make  every  effort  to 
furnish  maximum  educational  possibilities  to  all  of  those  who 
are  most  logically  the  potential  leaders.  Also,  we  cannot  fail 
to  realize  that,  oddly  enough,  we  do  not  have  democracy  equal¬ 
ity  of  opportunity  from  an  economic  standpoint.  As  a  con¬ 
sequence,  the  welfare  of  our  democracy  depends  largely  on 
the  planning  for  thorough  education  and  training  for  all  pos¬ 
sible  of  today’s  youth  and  tomorrow’s  citizens.”
